
ORDINANCE NO. 20080228-116

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING SECTIONS 25-8-92 AND 30-5-92 OF THE CITY
CODE RELATING TO CRITICAL WATER QUALITY ZONES.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. Section 25-8-92 (Critical Water Quality Zones Established) of the City Code is
amended to add a new Subsection (C) to read as follows and reletter existing Subsection
(C) as Subsection (D):

(C) Critical water quality zones are established along and parallel to the shorelines
of the Colorado River downstream of Town Lake.

(1) The shoreline boundary of a critical water quality zone coincides with
the river's ordinary high water mark, as defined by Code of Federal
Regulations Title 33, Section 328.3 (Definitions).

(2) The inland boundary of a critical water quality zone coincides with the
boundary of the 100-year floodplain as delineated by the Federal
Emergency Management Agency s except that the width of the critical
water quality zone, measured horizontally inland, is not less than 200
feet and not more than 400 feet.

PART 2. Section 30-5-92 (Critical Water Quality Zones Established) of the City Code is
amended to add a new Subsection (C) to read as follows and reletter existing Subsection
(C) as Subsection (D):

(C) Critical water quality zones are established along and parallel to the shorelines
of the Colorado River downstream of Town Lake.

(1) The shoreline boundary of a critical water quality zone coincides with
the river's ordinary high water mark, as defined by Code of Federal
Regulations Title 33, Section 328.3 (Definitions).

(2) The inland boundary of a critical water quality zone coincides with the
boundary of the 100-year floodplain as delineated by the Federal
Emergency Management Agency, except that the width of the critical
water quality zone, measured horizontally inland, is not less than 200
feet and not more than 400 feet.
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PART 3. Part 1 of this ordinance takes effect on March 10, 2008. Part 2 of this
ordinance takes effect on the effective date of a Travis County ordinance enacting a
similar provision.
